SHANGHAI, Jan. 15 (Saturday) 
(P)—Japanese announced today 
their forces in Shantung province 
had driven through strategic 
Tsining southward toward the 
Lunghai railway and had occupied 
Tangchiakuo. The Chinese 29th 
army which had defended Tsining 
was retreating, they said, toward 
Kinshan, 27 miles to the south. 

Chinese press dispatches con- 
ceded the Japanese were in pos- 
session of Tsining which was re- 
ported deserted by civilians and 
virtually destroyed by gunfire. 

Earlier,a reinforced Chinese 
army, fighting savagely to stave 
off the Japanese -onquest of the 
nation’s bread basket, was report- 
ed today to have recaptured sin- 
ing by storm.

Shantung province city were taken 
by surprise by a furious counter- 
attack over, the frozen surface of 
the historic Grand canal and were 
driven three miles from the city.

Patrolman A. Douglas Poole | | 


Charged With Mistreat- 
ing Crash Victim. 


Two policemen were suspended 
by Chief Hornsby yesterday on 
tharges of accepting “fees,” while 
gp complaint was filed against a 
third accusing him of “conduct 
unbecoming an officer.” 

J. L. (Eddie) Hughes and T. B. 
Clark were the patrolmen who 
were suspended. Charges growing 
put of the alleged mistreatment of 
@ man injured in an automobile 
accident were filed against Patrol- 
man A. Douglas Poole. 

No action was taken on the two 
suspensions by the police commit- 
tee of city council which met last 
night. Civil service rules require 
that charges be served at least 
five days prior to trial. The cases 
will be taken up at the next regu- 
lar meeting of the committee, Al- 
derman G. Dan Bridges, chair- 
man, said, 

Hughes was charged with ac- 
cepting fees from negro under- 
takers for information concerning 
bodies at Grady hospital. Clark 
was accused of accepting $1 tips 
from professional bondsmen. Chief 
Hornsby previously had announc- 
ed Clark would be suspended, but 
the investigation of Hughes’ case 
was not completed until yester- 
day. 

$25 Fees Reported. 


Chief Hornsby said he had 
learned at least two negro under- 
takers had paid Hughes fees of $5 
and $25. The undertakers admit- 
ted they had made such payments, 
the chief said. Hughes has been 
detailed as a hospital patrolman 
at Grady. 

Clark is accused of accepting 
fees from bondsmen in _ cases 
where “tips” he gave resulted in 
the bondsmen making fees, Chief 
Hornsby charged. Clark denied 
the charges. 

The complaint against Poole ac- 
cused him with jeopardizing the 
life of a badly injured auto acci- 
dent victim by pulling him from 
an ambulance and refusing to 
permit him to be taken to a hos- 
pital in the ambulance. 

“False Arrest.” 

The lengthy complaint charged 
him with “false arrest,” “conduct 
unbecoming an officer,” for “un- 
necessary jeopardizing” the life of 
E. W. Estes, and for ejecting an 
injured man “by force” from an 
ambulance. 

Accusations grew out of an au- 
tomobile accident on Beecher 
gtreet January 1. Bennie Quick, 
of Belmont avenue, and E. W. 
Estes Jr., of 1217 Lorenzo. drive, 
were crAically injured. 

Poole, it is alleged, pulled Estes 
from the ambulance which had 
been summoned to take him and 
the other victims to Grady hos- 

ital and then forced the youth 
nto the police car. Estes suffered 
a fractured vertebrae in the acci- 
dent. 

In explaining the case, Poole 
said “the ambulance came to the 
scene without a physician and {r. 
Quick appeared to me to be bleed- 
ing to death, and I knew the am- 
bulance would be compelled , 
rush him to the hospital. 


“Hefped Him Out.” 


“The ambulance driver had 
placed Mr. Estes on the front seat 
of the ambulance, and in view of 
the fact that Mr. Estes was com- 
plaining of back injuries, I feared 
it would be injurious for him to 
be jolted about in a fast ride to 
the hospital. Therefore, I helped 
him out of the ambulance, placed 
him on the back seat of my car 
as comfortably as possible, and 
then I drove him slowly to the 
hospital. 

“Every patrolman is supposed to 
have a first-hand knowledge of 
first-aid, and I thought I was only 
doing my duty when I removed 
Estes from the front seat of the 
gmbulance and to my car.” 

The accusations against Clark 
and Hughes came as the result of 
an extensive investigation into re-

Court Upholds Double Flor- 


idan Really Died. 


TAMPA, Fla., Jan. 14.—(P)— 
Federal Judge Akerman directed a 
verdict for the Mutual Life In- 
surance Company of New York 
late today in a suit by Mrs. Nellie 
F. Zimerman and her daughter, 
Mrs. Myrtle Marie Adle, for insur- 
ance on the life of Albert F. Zim- 
merman, Clearwater businessman 
who disappeared in August, 1927. 

The verdict, which attorneys 
said would be appealed, abruptly 
ended the third trial of the suit 
after 36 witnesses gave testimony 
attempting to show Zimmerman 
lost his life while wading in the 
Indian river. Twenty-one wit- 
nesses were presented by the in- 
surance company which inferred 
Zimmerman disappeared because 
of domestic difficulties and heavy 
debts of his business enterprises. 

In the first trial a jury was un- 
able to reach a verdict and in the 
second case a jury awarded Mrs. 
Zimmerman and Mrs. Adle $50,000. 
This latter verdict was reversed.

A banker and an industrial leader 
told the senate unemployment 
committee today that government 
could not escape «a share of the 
blame for the business recession. 

Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman 
of the board of the Chase Nation- 
al Bank, of New York, told the 
committee that government’s most 
serious mistake was in offering di- 
rect competition to the utilities, 
thus destroying confidence of in- 


and cutting their purchases from 
the durable goods industries. 

J. D. A. Morrow, of Pittsburgh, 
president of the Pittsburgh Coal 
Company, asserted bluntly that 
“this depression was made _in 
Washington.” He declared it could 
be cured “by frank acknowledg- 
ment that some mistakes had been 
made,” and by rectification of the 
mistakes. 

Utilities ‘Bursting to Go.’ 

If the threat of competition by 
the government is removed, the 
utilities are “simply bursting to go 
ahead.” Aldrich said. Their ac- 
tivities would provide a needed 
impetus to all business because of 
attendant capital goods expendi- 
tures, he observed. 

“Inflammatory statements” 
against business by “members of 
the government” had been one of 
the most unfortunate aspects of 
the recession, Aldrich declared. 
He agreed with Senator Murray, 
Democrat, Montana, that if there 
is a “constant flow of propaganda 
to discredit the administration,” as 
Murray asserted, it ought to be 
stopped. 

The banker declared that, in ‘his 
opinion, some administration sup- 
porters had failed to distinguish 
between businessmen’ guilty of 
“improper practices” and “the 
great mass of businessmen” who 
desired to correct abuses. 

Favors Federal Work Relief. 

The Rt. Rev. John A. O’Grady, 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
Council, told the committee fed- 
eral work relief was preferable to 
state-administered direct relief. or 
large-scale public works programs 
like PWA. 

“The Works Progress Adminis- 
tration has greater flexibility than 
the traditional public works,” 
Father O’Grady asserted. “It also 
has greater priming value.”

MOSCOW, Jan. 14.—(4)—Vivid- 
ly-shawled women of Asia, the 
Far North and Near East today 
stole the show from their more 
sedately dressed Russian sister 
members of the Red parliament.

The Gavernor likened taxation 
to the principal of evaporation 
whereby the water of the ocean 
is lifted into the clouds by the 
sun and distributed evenly 
through the land, giving life to 
humans, stock and plants, alike.

FASTING 40 DAYS 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—(/)—Dr. 
S. H. Tanner, Minneapolis physi- 
cian, abstained from food for 40 
successive days in the summer of 
1880 to settle an academic argu- 
ment with a colleague in the New 
York Neurological Society, records 
here disclosed today. 

Dr. Tanner’s performance was 
recalled in connection with the 
fast of the Very Rev. Israel Hard- 
ing Noe, of Memphis, Tenn. 

Dr. Tanner started the fast in 
New York on June 28, under the 
watchful eyes of a ccmmittee from 
the Neurological Society. For 18 
days he took neither food nor wa- 
ter. Then he began drinking from 
40 to 70 ounces of water every 24 
hours. He discontinued this when 
the water appeared to cause dis- 
tress. 

When the fasting period was 
over on August 3, Dr. Tanner had 
lost in weight approximately 35 
pounds, but suffered no other ill 
effects. His pulse and temperature 
/remained almost normal through- 
out,

With the same high-card con- 
tent, but a 4-4-3-2 hand pattern, 
a shaded suit opening is preferred 
to one no-trump, restricting the 
no-trump to reveal precisely a bal- 
anced 4-3-3-3 hand pattern and at 
least a trick stronger than the min- 
imum requirement for an opening 
suit declaration.

As a rule, it is not difficult to 
recognize a sound one no-trump 
bid. The correct response, as 
usual, becomes the tougher as- 
signment. 

Contrary to general misconcep- 
tion, a simple suit takeout to a 
no-trump opening is a weakness 
bid.

Two of the best known mili- 
tary figures in China were re- 
ported to have been relieved of 
their commands. Feng Yu-hsiang, 
China’s picturesque “Christian 
general,” was said to have been 
replaced by General Chen Chien, 
vice minister of war, as com- 
mander of the Peiping-Hankow 
railroad zone.

The unit closed at 3.34 cents, a 
gain of .05 1-2 of a cent from yes- 
terday’s final quotations. Bankers 
ascribed the advance largely to 
covering by traders: holding short 
positions, and said business was 
light. 

The discount on francs for de- 
livery in 90 days remained at .18 
of' a ‘cent, yesterday’s figure, but 
few transactions were reported.

Bankers were somewhat con- 
cerned as to the franc’s future, ar- 
guing that if the French control 
permitted it to seek lower levels, 
the tripartite currency agreement 
between Great Britain, the United 
States and France, by which ex- 
treme currency fluctuations were 
to be prevented, might be endan- 
gered. 

This, they pointed out, might af- 
fect the relation of the dollar with 
other European currencies, such 
as the Swiss franc and Belgian 
belga, which are regarded as be- 
ing in the French unit’s “zone of 
influence.” 

Designation of former Finance 
Minister Georges Bonnet, however,

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TRUTH FROM A REPUBLICAN 
Colonel Frank Knox, running mate with 
. Governor Landon on the national Republican 
ticket in 1936, expressed views in a speech this 
week at Cleveland which must have shocked 
many of the old-line, dyed-in-the-wool mem- 


bers of his own party. 
For he came out, unequivocally, against high 
tariffs, which have been the keystone of Re- 


publican policy for generations. 
Colonel Knox, of course, is incontestably 


right in his attack on the exorbitant tariffs 
which have for decades nailed the southern 
cotton farmer on an economic Calvary. And 
truth, even though it comes from a Republican 


source, is nevertheless truth. 

“We must speak up in unmistakable terms,” 
said Colonel Knox, “to those industries which 
through execssive tariff schedules have en- 
joyed a monopoly of the domestic market and 
thus inordinately increased the cost of living. 
We must say to them: If you do not believe 
in a system of direct subsidies from the goy- 
ernment for the farmer, you must abandon 
your insistence for an indirect subsidy through 
excessively high tariff rates for yourselves.... 
The fiction of infant industry which must be 
protected against a more mature and compe- 
tent foreign manufacturer is outworn. It jis 
farcical.” 

It has been demonstrated that the southern 
farmer today pays more than $50 out of every 
$100 he receives for his cotton, as high tariff 
tribute to the manufacturers who make the 
products he must buy. Thus it is not, in actual 
practice, the importers of foreign-made goods 
who pay the bill for the protection the indus- 
try of the north and east enjoys, but the south- 
ern cotton farmer. It is that tribute that has 
held him, generation after generation, at the 
bottom of the scale in so far as cash income 
is concerned. 

If industry is to continue to receive the 
benefit of excessively high tariffs it cannot in 
justice, as Colonel Knox points out, object to 
a direct subsidy to the farmers. For if one 
section of the nation’s workers is to receive a 
subsidy, no less effective because indirect, in 
all fairness that other section, the agriculturist, 
should be subsidized too. 

In America’s political history it has been 
the Republican party which has been regarded 
as the. champion of high tariffs.. Yet, during 
the five years during which the Democrats have 
held the greatest popular majority of all time, 
there has been no direct effort to lift this 
tariff burden from the shoulders of the farm- 
ers of the nation. 

Fortunately relief, in some degree, is being 
achieved through the efforts of Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull, through the reciprocal trade 
treaties he is effecting, one by one, with for- 
eign countries. These treaties are gradually 
lowering the tariff walls. 

With these treaties already concluded with 
16 nations and with the most important of all, 
that with Great Britain, likely to be consum- 
mated at an early date, Secretary Hull is 
achieving a goal that should win for him the 
gratitude of every farmer in the nation. 

And even the gratitude, as Colonel Knox in- 
dicates, of some factions in the Republican 
party. 


“NO ROOM FOR SUCH AS I—” 

Standing to receive sentence for an offense 
to which he had pleaded guilty, a prisoner in 
the federal court this week told Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood, “I can’t get a job. There’s just no 
room for a fellow like me.” He had recently 
been released after completing a prison term 
for an earlier crime. 


Judge Ufiderwood concurred with the pris- 
oner that it is difficult for one with the record 
of an ex-convict to step back into ordinary so- 
ciety and re-establish himself. Society, said 
the judge, has been slow in development, but 
nevertheless everyone must do the best he can 
with the facilities available. The judge closed 
with the hope that, when the new sentence is 
over, the man before him would be able to find 
a job and win an honest place in life. . 


It is an ancient excuse of repeaters in viola- 
tion of the law, to explain that they have been 
unable to find honest work because of their 
record, That excuse is not so valid today, as 
once it was. It is still, in many instances, un- 
doubtedly true, but society has gained in sym- 
pathy, has progressed in understanding and has 
grewn in kindness toward those who, having 
once misstepped, would try again to walk the 
right pathway through life.

A NEW AMBASSADOR 

Confirmation by the senate of President 
Roosevelt’s appointment of Joseph P. Kennedy 
to be United States ambassador to the Court of 
St. James, at London, gives to this country a 
representative who, by every past record, will 
ably fill America’s most important foreign dip- 
lomatic post. 

Mr. Kennedy has served the nation with 
distinction as chairman of the Securities Com- 
mission and, more recently, as chairman of the 
Maritime Commission. In the latter post he 
has been faced with a critical situation in the 
United States Merchant Marine due to reported 
lax discipline among crews which have tried to 
apply the practices of some factions of organ- 
ized labor on land to their work while at sea. 
Including “sit-down” strikes. 

That condition is not yet fully cleaned up, 
but if congress and the Labor Department will 
follow the recommendations already made in 
the Kennedy report it will not be impossible to 
find a satisfactory solution. 

In assuming the ambassadorship to Great 
Britain, Mr. Kennedy undertakes several assign- 
ments of vital importance to the future peace 
of the world and the welfare of humanity, He 
will have large part in the pending discussions 
between Great Britain and the United States 
Department of State on the proposed trade 
treaty between the two countries. Satisfactory 
conclusion of this treaty, it is generally con- 
ceded, will do more than anything else possible 
to lift the friction-causing impediments in the 
channels of world trade and will draw the two 
great English-speaking democracies in yet closer 
bonds of mutual self-interest and friendship. 

Mr. Kennedy also takes over the British post 
at a time when world affairs are in more pre- 
carious status than they have been since the 
World War. Both in the Orient and in Europe, 
it is clear that the future of democracy rests 
largely upon the united front put up by the 
United States and Britain. Despite the bom- 
bastic arrogance of power-drunk dictators, the 
two great democracies, standing shoulder to 
shoulder, can still mould the shape of world 
affairs and can still lead the way to world 
peace and security.

THE SHOE ON THE OTHER FOOT 
(From The Asheville Citizen) 

Economic laws are grimly impartial. They 
know no permanent exceptions and play no 
favorites. 

When revenues fall, expenses must fall or 
ultimate bankruptcy is the inevitable consequence 
for the hapless industry. 

Business has long since learned this bitter 
truth. Those enterprises which were slow to prac- 
tice it in the late depression were forced into 
receiverships. 

Labor organizations are now learning the same 
lesson to their own embarrassment for they are 
forced by factors beyond their control to practice 
unsentimental economics which they have often 
citicized in employers. 

Some time ago the CIO announced that as a 
consequence of the recession it was dropping 
many organizers from its pay rolls. The UAW 
now follows suit by stating that it will be com- 
pelled to reduce its employes. 

Of course, every employe of industry or a labor 
organization who is rendered idle swells the ranks 
of the unemployed, decreases the purchasing 
power of the country and aggravates the general 
situation. ’ 

This is the tragic pity of it—but until] the 
man has contrived some way to circumvent the 
relentless operation of economic laws, there is no 
permanent alternative. The most that can be 
expected is that no employer drop any employe 
until the solvency of his own business is in im- 
mediate or prospective peril. After all, the con- 
siderate employer has certain obligations of ele- 
mental decency and of reciprocal interest that 
should make him feel at all times a deep and con- 
tinuing interest in the welfare of all who are de- 
pendent upon him for their livelihood.

The cam- 
paigns in Ethiopia, Spain and 
China have taken their toll in 
hardships, sickness and wounds 
suffered by the men who get and 
write the news. Those who es- 
caped have taken the same risks. 
The Times correspondent, with the 
Government forces in Spain, Her- 
bert L. Matthews, has typed out 
his dispatches in a building which 
was being shelled.

Matthews wanted to know wheth- 
er or not the road from Madrid 
to Valencia was open he hailed a 
taxi and went to see for nimself.

AFL Scored. 

“The American Federstion of 
Labor has seen fit to take part in 
this, why I don’t know.

Ellender read at length from 
the record of the proceedings of 
the Federation convention in Den- 
ver last fall. 

Parliamentary Snarl. 

At the close of the day the sen- 
ate became enmeshed in a parlia- 
mentary snarl over a motion by 
Barkley to table a motion made 
by Senator McKellar, Democrat, 
Tennessee. It took three roll call 
votes to develop a quorum more 
than an hour later. 

Senator Miller, Democrat, Ar- 
kansas, touched off the fireworks 
shortly before 5 o’clock, while 
Senator Ellender, Democrat, Loui- 
siana, was attacking the measure 
by demanding a quorum call. 

Earlier, the senate had sent out 
its sergeant at arms to round up 
senators when less than half of 
the membership of the senate, or 
49, had responded to a roll call. 

When only 43 senators answered 
on Miller’s demand, the sergeant 
at arms, at the insistence of Bark- 
ley, rounded up enough of the ab- 
sentees. Senator McKellar then 
moved to relieve the sergeant of 
arms of that duty and Barkley 
countered with a motion to table 
McKellar’s motion. 

After two roll calls on the mo- 
tion to table had failed to develop 
a quorum, the obviously angered 
majority leader warned senators 
‘that he would insist that the sen- 
ate remain in session. 

Warns Members. 

“I understand that a number of 
senators are in the vicinity of the 
senate who have not answered 
these roll calls,” Barkley said. “I 
wish to serve notice that, as long 
as the majority supports me, we 
propose to stay here until we get 
a quorum if it takes all night.” 

The third roll call disclosed a 
vote of 36 to 11 in favor of Bark- 
ley’s motion, but Senator Clark, 
Democra 


t, presiding,

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the full’ com- 
mittee, said hearings on the pro- 
posals would begin tomorrow and 
that Treasury officials who aided 
Vinson’s group would be the first 
witnesses.

The Vinson committee, which 
worked under vigorous pressure 
from business for complete repeal 
of the controversial profits tax, 
struck back at these demands 
today. 

“Your committee has examined 
these complaints, that the surplus 
profits levy has retarded expan- 
sion and penalized weak and debt- 
ridden corporations, and believes 
there has been much exaggera- 
tion as to the hardships in the 
great majority of the cases,” the 
report said. 


Would Clarify Tax Laws. 
~ In addition to changes in the tax 
structure the subcommittee urged 
recodification of the internal reve- 
nue statutes to clarify their mean- 
ing, speed tax collections and sim- 
plify enforcement. 

The most important individual 
change suggested was exemption 
of small corporations—those earn- 
ing $25,000 or less annually and 
comprising about 90 per cent of 
the nation’s 200,000 business con- 
cerns—from the ‘undistributed sur- 
plus tax. 

The present undistributed sur- 
plus tax, which was designed to 
force corporations to pay dividends 
to stockholders and thus subject 
the dividends to income levies, im- 
poses a scale of 7 to 27 per cent 
on the total withheld. In addition, 
corporations are required to pay 
“normal” taxes ranging from 8 to 
15 per cent. 

The report proposes as a “gen- 
eral rule” a tentative tax of 20 per 
cent on corporations earning more 
than $25,000 per year, but. allows 
a credit of four-tenths of 1 per 
cent for each 10 per cent of earn- 
ings declared as dividends. Thus, 
if a corporation made a 100 per 
cent distribution, it would reduce 
the tax to 16 per cent. 

For Smaller Corporations. 

For the smaller corporations the 
subcommittee recommended a nor- 
mal tax of 12 1-2 per cent on the 
first $5,000; 14 per cent on the 
next $15,000, and 16 per cent on 
the last $5,000. The rate, on this 
basis, would be 14.1 per cent for a 
$25,000 income. 

The committee proposed a com- 
plicated “notched” system so as 
not to penalize corporations earn- 
ing just over the $25,000 limit. It 
would permit the placing of cer- 
tain types of income in brackets 
up to $25,000 and place the bal- 
ance in the higher tax level. It 
urged also that corporations hav- 
ing net operating losses during any 
year after December 31, 1937, be 
allowed to carry over the loss into 
the succeeding taxable year as an 
offset against gains. , 

Other Changes Urged. 

The subcommittee also proposed, 
as an incentive to profit-taking, 
changes in the present capital 
gains and losses taxes which ar? 
levied on normal income on a 
scale down to 30 per cent after 10 
years. The changes would permit 
taxpayers with losses, now limited 
to $2,000, to carry over additional 
sums to be offset. against gains in 
the following year. 

It also would permit taxpayers 
with high income the option of ac- 
cepting a flat rate of 40 per cent 
on capital gains or the regular sur- 
tax rate. Experts said this would 
assist those with income above 
$65,000 because the rate under the 
option would be from 16 to 30 per 
cent. 

In addition, it urged that maxi- 
mum relief be granted under the 
tax at the end of five years in- 
stead of the present 10. Gains 
taken in less than one year would 
be taxed on the basis of 100 per 
cent, as at present, but would be 
scaled down as held to a minimum 
of 40 per cent after five years.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—There 
is a way by which the American 
housewife can do her bit in help- 
ing Uncle Sam keep the nation’s 


granary normal.

as she sat in the living room of 
her hotel suite overlooking Rock 
Creek park, talking in her quiet, 
unaffected way about the things 
that interest her most. 

Mrs. Wallace herself had open- 
ed the door, for she had suggested 
that her maid take the afternoon 
to see the rural arts exhibit at 
the Department of Agriculture. As 
she led the way down the long.

graying and waved softly close to 
her head, a becoming dress of 
rough crepe, gray with a cast of 
mauve, a satin panel down the 
front and a silver chain about her 
neck suspending a pendant of jade 
and silver similar to the buckle at 
her belt. 

This was the woman who, in her 
modest way, was to suggest the 
method by which she believed the 
housewives of America, the big- 
gest buyers of the farmers’ crops, 
could really help to solve the cri- 
ses of the lean and fat years that 
‘beset American agriculture.

But many lay- 
men and probably some physicians 
still imagine calomel somehow 
has such effects—otherwise there 
could be no reason for using calo- 
mel as a purgative. . 

Numerous purgatives are hy- 
drogogue irritants, that is, they 
cause the mucous membrane lin- 
ing the alimentary tract to weep, 
discharge water, just as strong 
salt water causes watering of the 
eye or nose. All purgatives or 
laxatives are more or less irritat- 
ing, not only to the lining of 
stomach and intestine, but to the 
kidneys too. Many so-called 
“purely vegetable” or “herb” lax- 
atives cause congestion and irri- 
tation of the pelvic organs of 
men and women and are con- 
tributing factors in many cases of 
hemorrhoids and of peculiar pel- 
vic disorders in men and women. 

An ingredient in innumerable 
tablets, teas, powders and pills 
purporting to be good for stomach 
and liver trouble and to “regu- 
late” the bowels, is aloes or its 
active principle aloin. Aloes was 
originally used as horse medicine. 
Sollman proved many years ago 
that aloes or aloin causes tubular 
nephritis, acute Bright’s disease, 
when administered hypodermical- 
ly. No doubt it is a common con- 
tributing cause of chronic nephri- 


| tis, in persons who use it fre- 


quently as a laxative. 

Quacks and wiseacre laymen 
commonly confuse evacuation or 
defecation with elimination. Elim- 
ination or excretion of waste mat- 
ter or possibly poisonous sub- 
stances into the bowl occurs to a 
limited extent, but it has no rela- 
tion whatever to evacuation or 
defecation. No matter how drastic 
the physic or how frequently it 
is taken, it has no effect on ex- 
cretion or elimination. 

The colon has heen termed the 
‘human garbage box” or “sewer.” 
Very well. Don’t be silly about it. 


acle or after you have poured poi- 
son down the drain or sewer, you 
don’t worry about it any more, 
unless the garbage receptacle is 
damaged or the sewer becomes 
obstructed. : 

Even the venerable Dr. John 
Harvey Kellogg, whose teachings 
about “ailmentary toxemia or in- 
testinal autointoxication” have in- 
fluenced the thought of many lay- 
men as well as physicians, ac- 
corded at least a Pickwickian rec- 
ognition to the fact that some 
persons with constipation do. not 
have any symptoms of toxemia 
(autointoxication). “When the in- 
testinal mucous menibrane is in- 
tact,” he wrote, “it is able to ex- 
clude most of the intestinal poi- 
sons, acting like a filter, which 
permits only the useful substances 
to enter the bloed.” He acknowl- 
edged also the power of the liver 
and that of the thyroid gland to 
destroy, oxidize or render in- 
nocuous substances of a toxic na- 
ture which might get into the 
blood. But the Sage of Battle 
Creek still held his followers to 
their three-a-day tenet by pro- 
mulgating the volivesque doctrine 
that “the fact that the symptoms 
of toxemia do not occur in every 
case is no evidence that they are 
not present.” That just about 
made it unanimous.

Indulge Yen for Fancy Dishes 


By RUTH CHAMBERS 

If you have a yen to go a bit 
“arty” in food preparation and to 
try out some of those very grand 
looking dishes which appear on 
the food pages of magazines and 
newspapers, a luncheon party of- 
fers you a good opportunity to try 
your skill, The very word iunch- 
eon seems to permit a wider lati- 
tude and a more frivolous ap- 
proach to the subject than a din- 
ner party allows you. Probably 


your guests will be women, and a 


menu which will impress them 
may be quite different from the 
heartier fare which you would 
serve to men guests. 

However, don’t forget that ladies 


like to eat, too, as well as to look | 


at pretty dishes, and while you are 
planning decorative effects in food 
harmony, see that you serve your 
guests a satisfying meal. 

Choose Meat Course Carefully. 

In planning/your menu for a 
luncheon party, do not depart from 
that convenient method of build- 
ing the meal about the meat 
course. That course may be as 
dainty as you please—a meat sal- 
ad, or a creamed delicacy such as 
sweetbreads in patty shells—but 
your luncheon will be most satis- 
factory if this part is well chosen. 

For awhile the influence of the 
Hollywood diet, with its emphasis 
on lamb chops and pineapple made 
this combination very popular. 
Well, lamb chops are still very 
“good eating” whenever they ap- 
pear and you might follow the cus- 
tom and serve them. There are 
many good ways of serving them, 
too. For instance, you might 


spread parsley butter, made by 


mixing one tablespoon of chopped 
parsley with 1-4 cup butter and 2 
tablespoons lemon juice over the 
chops. Timbales filled with mint- 
ed green peas is a pretty accom- 
paniment with a “different” fla- 
vor. 
And, to be original, you might 
serve veal cutlets with pineapple. 
Here are other suggestions for 
that important main dish of your 
luncheon: 
Veal Supreme. 
2 pounds veal shoulder, diced 
2 tablespoons lard 
1 clove garlic 
1-2 cup water 
1-2 pound noodles 
1-4 pound almonds 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 tablespoon poppy seeds 
Brown veal in hot lard with 
garlic. Remove garlic clove. Add 
water, cover and simmer until 
tender, 30 to 45 minutes. Cook 
noodles in boiling salted water for 
20 minutes. Drain. Blanch the 
almonds, slice lengthwise into thin 
strips. Brown in butter and add to 
the noodles. Mix thoroughly and 
arrange in a ring on a large plat- 
ter. Fill the center with the cook- 
ed veal mixture, yovr liquid 
from the veal over the noodles 
and sprinkle with poppy. seeds.

C. Roper said the southern kraft 
paper industry had shown “phe- 
nomenal development” since 1935 
and urged that leaders “look be- 
yond the vast social and economic 
effect on the region and the na- 


tion.” 
Balanced Economy. 

“It means the absorption of la- 
bor, increased transportation de- 
mands, large-scale construction 
and other widespread advantages 
to be shared by various units of 
society. It looks to a balanced 
ezonomy in the south.” 

James G. Stahlman, Nashville. 
Tenn., publisher and. president of 
the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, said applica- 
tion of Dr. Herty’s research work 
would result in the south experi- 
encing “an industrial, economic 
and social rehabilitation such as it 
has never before known.” 

Asserting the rehabilitation

A Little Saturday Talk.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—All 
things considered, the stock mar- 
ket has been giving a pretty good 
account of itself. Technically, it 
should feel some concern 
the industrial average has been 
checked around the mid-Novem- 
A| ber highs after hurdling the highs 
of December, and because 
railroad average, one jump behind 
the industrials, has failed. in its 
recent attempt to hurdle its late 
December. high. 

As to outside influences, the 
market has been subjected = to 
many conflicting and confusing 
developments, which remind ob- 
servers of the. conditions which 
brought about the decline in the 
last week of December. But de- 
spite the cross-currents in the 
news, Friday’s market set its 
course higher in the late. trading. 
That course maybe set. down 
either to week-end short covering 
or a surprising singleness of pur- 
pose. 


Uptrend Continues. 

News from industry was per- 
haps a little more constructive 
than otherwise. The Dun & Brdd- 
street weekly trade review says 
that “improvement in operations 
in many industrial divisions has 
been progressive since the first of 
the year. In others, a weekly re- 
duction has oceurred in the rate 
of downtrend. While the upturn 
thus far has been slow and hesi- 
tant in the production of steel and 
automobiles, in some of the other 
basic industries sufficient orders 
have been accumulated to advance 
schedules before the close of the 
current month.” 

An expansion of bank credit at 
this center, often a forerunner of 
a similar trend for all member 
banks of the reserve system, may 
also be set down on the favorable 
side. New York city member 
banks, reporting as of Wednes- 
day night, showed an increase of 
$76,000,000 in the net total of all 
loans and investments. That was 
nearly enough to wipe out the de- 
cline of $81,000,000 in the previous 
week, 

On the favorable side there is 
also the rising hope of tax revision 
designed to stimulate business re- 
vival. But the stock market on 
Friday hardly seemed to know 
what to make of the latest French 
cabinet upset .and the President’s 
flat-footed declaration that hold- 
ing companies of every type must 
be wiped out. 


Surprising Stability. 


. The President’s latest assertions 
on the holding company question 
—although they did: not take the 
market by surprise, because they 
were a repetition of the attitude 
expressed in his Jackson Day ad- 
dress—uncovered a surprising sta- 
bility in the public utility section 
on Friday. In fact, that section 
took the latest outgivings with 
something more than equanimity, 
for the leading power stocks were 
firm at all times and a number 
scored fractional net advances at 
the close. 

One explanation may be that 
professional traders, who used to 
be noted for hair-trigger action 
following every ‘bit of significant 
news which broke during trading 
hours, are no longer much of a 
factor in market moves. And the 
outside public, oftener than not, 
does not react to the news of the 
day until the following session. 
Wall Street hangs over the news- 
tickers, but the public market fol- 
lowing generally gets its news aft- 
er. market hours. 

The Street is mildly intrigued 
by the discovery that Secretary 
Morgenthau and Colonel Leonard 
P, Ayres see pretty much eye-to- 
eye as to the causes of the current 
business recession. The secretary 
of the treasury, in his recent tes- 
timony before the house appropri- 
ations committee, had this to say 
on business conditions: “The coun- 
try was so convinced that we 
would have inflation and that this 
administration would not be able 
to control runaway inflation that 
business generally stocked up 
pretty heavily.” 

Colonel Ayres gets over the 
same thought in these words: “The 
over-rapid building up of the in- 
ventories of corporations late in 
1936, and in the spring and sum- 
mer of last year, appears to have 
been one of the important causes 
of this present business slump.”

Requested by President To 
Report on Activities of 
Japan in Philippines. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(UP) 
At the request of President Roose- 
velt, Paul V. McNutt, high com- 
missioner to the Philippine Islands, 
is making a whirlwind tour of 


the Far East to ascertain the ex- 


act extent of Japan’s economic 
penetration of the islands and the 
empire's objectives concerning the 
International Settlement at Shang- 
hai, it was learned tonight. 
McNutt will report in person to 
the chief executive early in F - 
ruary. He plans tentatively to “e- 


turn to Manila on an American) 


warship and later fly to Washing- 
ton for the Presidential confer- 
ence. 

Unusually Significant. 

The visit of the high commis- 
sioner is regarded as unusually 
significant, particularly in view 
of the administration’s announced 
objective of strengthening nation- 
al defenses. 

It created the possibility of the 
program being delayed until De- 
partment of State, navy and war 
officials have conferred with him. 
Present plans call for increased 
expenditures for national defense 
under the 1939 budget ranging 
from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000. 
President Roosevelt will send a 
special message to congress on the 
subject. 

McNutt is now on the island 
of Mindanao, center of the $185,- 
000,000 Philippine abaca (hemp) 
industry.’ He is investigating re- 
ports that Japanese have taken 
virtual control of the industry and 
have concentrated 15,000 nation- 
als near the important hemp port 
of Davao. 

Confer with Yarneli. 

Upon his return to Manila Mc- 
Nutt is expected to take passage 
on a warship for Shanghai, where 
he will confer with Admiral Har- 
ry E. Yarnell, commander-in-chief 
of the United States Asiatic fleet.

3 Trembling Bank-Bandit Killers 


Hanged for Slayings 8 Years Ago 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 14.—(?)— 
Three young thugs who shot down 


four persons, killing two of them, 
in a $3,100 bank holdup on New 
Year’s Eve, 1930, were hanged 
here today, 

The hoodlums, Joseph Ugarte, 
27; Owen Cauche, 27, and Anthony 
Dallao, 26, pasty-faced in fear, 
went ta the gallows in that order. 

Sleepy, nervous and distracted, 
they sought solace during their 
last hours in prayer. In their 
death marches and on the trap 
they neither formally denied nor 
expressed sorrow for wrongdoing. 

New Orleans was in gay and fes- 
tive mood on that New Year’s Eve 
when the bandits went to the Piety 
street branch of the Whitney Na- 
tional Bank, and shouted: 

“Let’s go in shooting.” 

And they did. 
guns mowed down Pierre Rizan, 
61, bank watchman, before he 
knew what was happening. Gil- 
bert Dietrich, 26, college student, 
a customer in the bank, grabbed 
one of the bandits, but a confed- 
erate sent a bullet through his 
brain. Albert Brownson,. teller, 
received a slug in the body. 
Charles Dietrich, father of Gilbert, 
making a deposit, was shot in one 
finger. Rizan and Gilbert Dietrich 
died. 

The condemned men slept little 
during the night. Their sorrow- 
ing relatives bade them good-bye 


Their blazing | 


at midnight. It was the second 
such experience for one of the 
mothers, Mrs. Gus Dallao. Three 
years ago George Dallao, brother 


of Anthony, was hanged across 
the river from here for murder- 
ing a grocer during a holdup. 

They were given spiritual com- 
fort by Father Andrew J. Mui- 
reany, prison chaplain, during the 
morning. 

Ugarte was the first to go to 
his death. He shook hands with 
Cauche and Dallao and said: 

“Good-bye; I’ll meet you 
heaven!” 

He trembled as he went to the 
scaffold. 

‘Walks Unsteadily to Doom. 

Cauche, walking unsteadily,; was 
the next to go. As he bade Dal- 
lao farewell, Dallao said: 

‘“{t’s awful to die for’ something 
you didn’t do!” 

Dallao was the calmest of the 
trio but just before the trap was 
sprung, his knees became wobbly 
and started buckling. Attendants 
held him up a few seconds before 
he plunged to his death.
